Although April and May exceeded 
corresponding months last year, 
registrations for the first five months 
of this year fell short of the 1,257,- 
843 total for the period last year by 
18.219 cars. 

This may be accounted for by the 
slowness of Ford in getting back 
into the market. 

Ford registered only 23,524 cars 
during the first three months of 
this year, compared with 160,624 
in the corresponding period last 
year. While showing a substan- 
tial increase in April and May, 
Ford is still far behind his former 
high figures. April, with 24,902 
Ford registrations, exceeded Ford’s

every part. With 90 per cent. of 
the American assembly lines in 
actual and growing operation, com- 
paratively large output is heaving in 
sight. 

JUNE RECORD-BREAKER 

As complete and detailed figures 
of June production become more 
generally available, there is_ in- 
creasing evidence of the _ record- 
breaking qualities of the month. In 
geveral reported cases, the output for 
the month was not only high for 
the year, but it added enough to the 
half-year’s total to cause the pro- 
duction in that period to exceed the 
whole production in previous years. 
A sample is the case of Hupmobile. 
The company shipped 5,111 Eights 
and Sixes, compared with 2,879 in 
June last year. This is slightly 
above the company’s best previous 
month’s record, made in November, 
1927. Six months’ shipments 
amounted to 38,424 cars, which was 
more than the figure reached in any 
full year of the past, except two. 
Prior to 1926, the company showed 
no year in which the total ship- 
ments equaled those made in six 
months of 1928. And the present 
half-year figures constitute 93.4 per 
cent. of the total shipments in 1927. 

Employment in Detroit has 
again shown an upward trend, re- 
ported by the Employers’ Associa- 
tion. The weekly increase an- 
nounced is 1,822, which more than 
makes up for the small decreases 
of the last two weeks. The present 
total stands at 264,473, or 69,769 
more than were employed by 
members of the association a year 
ago at this time. 

Figures from the state and from 
the neighboring states where cen- 
ters of automotive activity are func- 
tioning show that the industry is 
still playing a principal part in fur- 
nishing work to the capable. 


CHEVROLET CONFIDENT 


Growth of the Chevrolet plant fa- 
cilities at Saginaw brings that city 
even more strongly into the indus- 
trial limelight. In common with 
many other important industries of 
the state, the company is making 
arrangements to increase the ser- 
vice of supply by utilizing to a 
greater extent the advantages of 
transportation by water in bringing 
in material and in shipping finished 
product. Chevrolet’s expansion pro- 
gram, present and future, indicates 
the utmost confidence in a continu- 
ance of demand for cars and trucks. 

Announcement by Packard of a 
$300 cut in all the six-cylinder mod- 
els had the usual effect on sales 
volume, the Detroit branch of the 
company reports. 

Reo’s presentation of the new five- 
passenger four-door sedan to re- 
place the landau sedan came as a 
surprise, and the display of the new 
car in the showrooms of the De- 
troit distributor, Reo Michigan Sales, 
Inc., resulted in attracting the pub- 
lic’s attention. B. M. Taft of the

company reports that the new car 
is being very well received. 

Principal attention in Detroit 
has been focused on the convention 
of the International Advertising 
Association this week. The dele- 
gates were welcomed, entertained 
and sped on their way by represen- 
tatives of the automotive industry. 
Throughout the proceedings the 
industry was strongly in the picture 
as a natural result of its command- 
ing place among expenders of the 
heaviest advertising appropriations. 

It is estimated that over $800,- 

000,000 has been spent in adver- 
tising automobiles within the last 
twenty years, and a heavy per- 
centage of this has been expended 
with the co-operation of advertis- 
ing agencies operating in Detroit. 
Nearly 75 per cent. of all Amer- 
ican-made automobiles are made 
in Detroit or within a radius of 
seventy miles of the city. Adver- 
tising campaigns of their manu- 
facturers go all over the world, 
and they are the subject of study 
and comment by observers every- 
where. 

Open house by the automotive 
plants, parts and accessories mak- 
ers and advertising agencies was 
the rule while the convention was 
in Detroit. Delegates in groups or 
as a whole convention were given 
ample opportunity to observe the 
operations of many of the city’s 
plants and establishments and to 
form a first-hand idea of how vol- 
ume production and sales are ac- 
complished and directed. The last 
day of the convention was largely 
taken up by a visit to the plants of 
the Fort Motor Company at Ford- 
son and at Dearborn. 


VISIT PROVING GROUND 

In view of the growing ascend- 
ancy of the export business in the 
present volume of the industry the 
luncheon to the overseas delega- 
tions, given by General Motors, was 
of prime importance. The guests 
were greeted by President Alfred P. 
Sloan, Jr., and heads of the ve- 
hicle divisions of the corporation 
were present, so that the visitors 
from far away had the opportunity 
to meet them. Visits to the cor- 
poration’s proving ground were a 
popular form of entertainment for 
the guests, both American and for- 
eign. 

A feature of the convention ad- 
dresses was the stress laid upon the 
importance of the use of the daily 
newspaper in developing sales vol- 
ume for the industry.

Judge Simons directed 
the jury to bring in a verdict for 
Hudson. 

In June, 1921, the case showed, 
the Hudson Motor Car Company re- 
duced the prices on its cars and 
claimed the right to a refund of the 
taxes on the amount of reduction on 
all cars in the hands of its dealers 
at the time, under an agreement 
with its agents respecting price cuts.

N OUTSPOKEN critic of American automobile adver- 
tising in Great Britain, who attended the advertisers’ 
convention in Detroit, was Heritage Peters, whose name 
suggests Cromwellian history. He had something pertinent 
to say about technical language in advertising. “I find,” 
said he, “that the American and the English language, 
though they have common origin, differ very widely in 
expression. You have some terms in connection with the 
automobile, as you call it, that are like those in a foreign 
language to the owner of a motor car, as we call it. For 
example, you call it a hood and we call it a bonnet. And if 
you think that it is odd of us to call a hood a bonnet, please 
remember that we think that is just as odd of you to call a 
bonnet a hood.” 

What seems to be needed in this condition is a glossary 
—or some form of automobile Esperanto, as affecting Eng- 
lish and American speech. 

* + 

History and tradition are having rather rough going 
in the matter of repetition and recognition. History has 
recorded many times that the first six months of the year 
are the best, and tradition is that in July, automotive out- 
put is bound to slacken. The present year shows strong 
signs of putting both history and tradition in the discard. 
What with continuous official announcements of continu- 
ing high-speed production and the absence of that tradi- 
tional slump, there is revival of expectation that the pres- 
ent year may yet be a real record-breaker in production 
and sales. There seems to be pretty general scoffing at 
the six months’ bugaboo.

ONTIAC’S prospects for securing the advantages of the 
air mail have been at least temporarily dimmed. Tex 
Marshall, vice-president of the Thompson Aeronautical Cor- 
poration, which holds the contract for carrying air mail in 
Michigan, made a recent inspection of Pontiac’s flying field 
facilities. He. decided that in their present condition none 
was wholly acceptable for the demands of the service, which, 
like all other forms of the mail, “must go.” The progressive 
spirit of Pontiac, plus the real demand for air mail service 
by her present and growing industries, will, without ques- 
tion, secure wholly satisfactory facilities in the shortest

A resume of the program as de- 
termined by the committee follows: 

Nationalization of the Save-a- 
Life movement as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

Increased use of the new special 
A. E. A. Jobber Turnover Control 
Systems. 

Continuance of emphasis on the 
course in automotive selling. 

Sales development services for re- 
failers. 





Special studies on wholesale 
problems based on experience of 
wholesalers, especially successful on 
specific lines. 

Special analysis and detail study 
of retail merchandising in estab- 
lishments in typical committees, 
selected to give complete cross-sec- 
tion of average retailing problems, 
under the direct supervision of the 
committee, the purpose being to 
develop a retail merchandising pro- 
gram based on ascertained facts and 
needs, essential to profitable dis- 
tribution. 

Mr. Boynton, in announcing the 
results of the committee’s deliber- 
ations, stated: “The committee 
was unanimously of the opinion 
that the best results can be ob- 
tained by concentrating our efforts 
on those activities which experi- 
ence proves to be of definite, con- 
crete and measurable value, Prac- 
ticability, as determined by search- 
ing analysis, will be the test to 
which every phase of our market 





development work will be sub- 
jected. 

“Sound management and sound 
merchandising are _ inseparable 
terms. The efforts of the committee 
will be centered upon proper admin- 
istration of those. activities which 
experience has demonstrated are 
valuable.” 

Chairman Boynton announced the 
appointment of Percy E. Chamber- 
lain, assistant to the managing di- 
rector since inauguration of the 
Greater Market Development, as 
managing director. Martin E. 
Goldman will continue as divisional 
manager, and the field force will 
remain as now constituted.

REPLACEMENT PARTS 
DEFINED BY GERMANY 


Washington, July 14—The Auto- 
motive Division of the Department 
of Commerce says that according 
to a regulation issued by the Ger- 
man ministry of finance, the term 
“replacement” parts used in the 
customs schedule for the duty as- 
sessment of replacement parts for 
automobiles and motors is now de- 
fined as follows:—

foreign country (customs storage 
houses are not in this case consid-
